The application has been amended as follows: 
IN THE CLAIMS / 



Cancel claims 13 and 16. 
2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

By the filing of the terminal disclaimer of paper number 9, the applicant has overcome 
the double patenting rejection of claims 1-2, 4-5, 8-15, and 17-19 under the judicially created 
doctoring of obviousness-type double patenting over U.S. Patent No. 6,450,321 (prior U.S. 
Patent application SN #09/620,867). Furthermore, while the single rotatable transferring device 
of McNichols functions similarly to the two transferring devices with the independent 
programmable motors required by independent claim 1, it does not function equivalently to them 
because the single rotatable transferring device can not handle parts alternately as described in 
the specification. Additionally, while it would have been obvious to provide a second rotatable 
transferring device in the apparatus of Van Den Berg according to the teachings of Ujimoto et al. 
and Rajala, the examiner agrees with the applicant's arguments that neither Ujimoto et al. or 
Rajala teach using a second independent programmable motor for the second rotatable 
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■* 

transferring device and thus the apparatus of Van DenBerg would not have a second independent 
driving mechanism when modified according to the teachings of Ujimoto et al. and Rajala as 
required by independent claim 1.
